“The Hali-Mills case is complex, but 
it is not a mystery,” Special Deputy 
Attorney-General Wilbur A. Mott.

of Rev. Edward Wheeler Hall and 
Mrs, Eleanor R. Mills, choir singer. 
on the Phillips farm six weeks ago, 


said today. 

Mr. Mott also asserted that he'| 
had found a. witness to corroborate | 
at least part of the story told by 
Mrs. Jane Gibson, farmer, who claims 
to have witnessed the "doyble shoot- 
ing and identified two members of the 
death party. 

In connection with this mention of 
a corroborating witness a flurry of 
excitement was caused by the ap- 
pearance in the case of a mysterious 
witness, a girl of 21, and considerable 
good looks, who in company with 
state troopers spent an hour near 
the scene of the murder. 

Remains Mystery. | 

Whence this gtrl came and white 
she departed remained a mystery. | 
The troopers admitted that they had 
taken her to DeBrussey lane, leading 
to the Phillips farm, at the direction 
of Mr. Mott, but they declined to 
say the purpose of the journey. 

They wandered up and down the, 
lane, which played so big a part in 
Mrs. Gibson’s graphic story of the 
shooting, never getting out of sight 
of the crab-apple tree under which 
the bodies were found. 

In connection with a report that 
state troopers had been ordered to 
search for an antique wmotor car 
which Mrs. Gibson, wan on mule- 
back, in search of corn thieves, said 
she had seen in the lane the night 
of the shooting, Mr.:-Mott was asked 
by newspapermen if he had the num- 
ber of the car.

By Woman Member'

Slayer Kills Self After Shoot- 
ing Prominent Montana 
Cleric to Death. 


Havre, Mont., October 27.—Mystery 
surreunding the ownership of the re- 
volver with which the Rev. Leonard 
Jacob Christler, widely known in the 
west as “ihe bishop of all outdoors,” 
and Mra, Marguerité Carleton, pvite of 
a former Montana district judge, are 
believed te have been. killed in the 
Christler home early today, was en- 
gaging the attention of the police to- 
night: Mrs. Carleton is known to 
have owned a revolver of smaller cal- 
iber. 

The double killing occurred, accord- 
ing to Mrs. Christler, as Dr. Chriatler 
was accompanying Mrs. Carleton to 
the entrance of his home, after a visit 
made there late last night by Mrs. 
Carleton. 

Mrs. Christler: said Dr. Christler 
closed the door between the room in 
which the minister, Mrs. Carleton and 
Mrs: Christler had been sitting, and 
a smal] hall, A moment later, she 
said, two shots were heard and she 
opened the door, finding the two bod- 
ies. Mrs. Carleton’s body had fallen 
across that of the clergyman. Mrs. 
Christler- expressed the opinion that 
Mrs. Carleton had killed. the minister 
and then cominitted suicide. _ 

“Bishop of All Outdoors.” 

The Rev. Christler, who was rector 
of St. Mark’s Church of the Incarna- 
tion here, gained his title of “bishop 
of all outdoors” by his travels over 
the state in his capacity asa clergyman. 

Mrs. Christler is the daughter of 
the late David Wadsworth, wealthy 
manufacturer of Auburn, N. Y.,-and 
is a niece of United States Senator 
J. W. Wadsworth, Jr., of New York. 
The Rev. and Mrs. Christler were 
married in 1914. The-minister was 
one of the picturesque figures of Mon- 
tana churchdom. He stood six feet 
‘one inch in his stocking -feet, was 
built in proportion, and had a masg of 
brown, curly hair. ~His oratory car- 
ried beyond the pulpit, and as a mem- 
ber of the Montana legislature, his fre- 
quent rhetorical flights brought him 
the title in western newspapers of the 
“orator magnificent.”

to east, he frequently traveled over-a 
part of the country which has retained’ 
much of its rugged frontier aspects,

His purpose, as it is expressed in 
a questionnaire—1,000 copies of

| vites constructive criticism and sug- 


gestions of ‘‘some practical improve- 
ments, or reforms, or changes 
needed.” 

To relieve the would-be critic of 
any feeling of embarrassment or of 
hesitancy about speaking with can- 
dor, the chief administrative offi- 
cer of the educational system ad- 
monishes each recipient of the ques- 
tionnaire as follows: 

“Mo not hesitate to write the 
truth as you see it. The good sur- 
geon tells the truth frankly and 
operates, even if it hurts; but he 
also tries to cure and heal. So the 
good triends of education are asked 
to write me the truth and, at the 
same time, to co-operate with and 
help the school workers—the offi- 
cials, the superintendents, the 
teachers.” 

He assures the recipients in ad- 
vance that “every paper of sugges- 
tions will be appreciated and will 
be carefully studied by the state 
superintendent,” regardless of how 
scathing the criticism, so long as it 
is Offered with a constructive pur- 
pose in view, of course. 

“Let our aim be: ‘Better schools 
for the million of children of Geor- 
gia through the co-operation of the 
three million people of Georgia,” he 
Says in his request for expressions 
of opinion. 

Ample blank space is left for 
written answers to the question: 
“What are the chief defects in our 
present educational work in Geor- 
gia?” and for suggestions as to how 
those defects may be remedied. 

This is an unusual course of pro- 
cedure for a public executive to 
take, but it is altogether democratic 
and progressive to a refreshing ex- 
tent.

BRONCHIAL EMBROCATIONS.

If it 
keeps right on or grows worse under 
the treatment, however, the victim 
keeps quiet about it. For every in- 
dividual who becomes 
about a salve or liniment there are 
perhaps a hundred who just keep quiet 
about it, but the one testimonial 
makes enough noise to keep folks from 
noting the impressive silence of hun- 
dreds. : : 

Some of the most distressing blis- 
ters it has been my ill fortune to see 
were caused by a salve or embrocation 
which the gullible laity uses eyxten- 
eively as a substitute for good home- 
made mustard paste or mustard plas- 
ters, the stuff being warranted not to 
blister ! 

As I said in an earlier talk, coun- 
ter-irritation is second only to the 
hot mustard foot bath for the pur- 
pose of withdrawing, blood from the 
congested area in the chest in acute 
bronchitis, and homemade mustard

t» use. There are scores of other 
things, old and new, domestic, pre- 
scriptional and proprietary, but we 
may accomplish all that such reme- 
dies can accomplish with mustard 
paste aml camphorated oil alone, ex- 
cept, perhaps, the psychological ef- 
fect of a peculiar or powerful odor on 
the credulous mind. 

Some of the old-fashjoned doctors 
prescribe either extra flannel chest 
“nrotectors” or the now rare’ curios- 
ity called a pneumonia jacket (a lay- 
ér of oiled silk and a layer of muslin 
with a thick padding of cotton be- 
tween) for patients ill of or convales- 
cent from bronchitis. Originally, of 
course, this was suggested to keep 
more “cold” from penetrating the 
chest wall and shrivelling the bron- 
chial tubes or something. The few 
who still use this jacket, now attempt 
to dignify it by calling it a counter- 
irritant. It is an irritant, all right, 
particularly to a cleanly person who 
is required to wear the thing for 
weeks and months on end, but it 1s 
in no sense a counter-irritant, merely 
an acknowledgement of a certain sur- 
reptitious or superstitious belief in 
the ancient fallacy that bronchitis 
and pneumoriia were caused by a sort 
of freeze-up or congealing in the chest 
by cold penetrating the chest wall. — 

Lest any doubt enter the reader's 
mind. let me say here that acute 
bronchitis is caused by infection, 
germs of. several known kinds, ‘pre- 
cisely as is diphtheria or typhoid 
fever an infectious disease.

After the war he settled 
in Atlanta in 1865 and has resided 
here ever since. , 

Has Been in Forefront. 


Since he has lived in Atlanta, 
Captain English has always been in 
the forefront of all activities for the 
good of the community. When he 
settled here the city was a mass of 
ashes caused by the fires General 
Sherman started while on his devas- 
tating march to the sea. He saw 
the city rise from these ashes. He 
saw it grow from a modest town of 
a few thousand population to one of 
the biggest and most progressive 
cities in the country. 

As the city grew from the all 
town class into the city class and 
thence into the metropolis class, Cap- 
tain English not only kept step with 
its progress, but was generally one of 
the eutriders ahead of the city, al- 
ways looking forward to greatur 
things and shaping his plans accord- 
ingly. Together with a group of 
other far-seeing men, most of whom 
are long since dead, he helped make 
the present Atlanta. There is not 
one big forward achievement. in 
which he did hot participate actively.

He also has 
been actively identified with leading 
civic and business organizations which 
have lived and died in the last three 
score years. Now at 85 years he still 
occupies his seat in one of the big- 
gest banks in the south as one of its 
executive heads. 

Rice’s Long Record. 

Mr. Rice has lived in Atlanta 
longer than Captain English, coming 
here,in 1847. He lived here before 
the place was called Atlanta. He 
was a resident of the old Marthas- 
ville and Terminus, the two settle- 
ments which preceded Atlanta. It is 
probable that Mr. Rice is the oldest 
citizen of Atlanta in point of con- 
tinuous residence here. 

Along with Captain English, Mr. 
Rice has held important city and 
state positions. He served as member 
of council, member of the board of 
aldermen, member of the board of edu- 
cation and other boards, representa- 
tive. in the legislature from Fulton 
county and has held numerous other 
honerary positions. Mr. Rice intro- 
duced the bill in the legislature pro- 
viding for the erection of the present 
state capitol building and served 
cn a committee of which Captain Eng- 
lish was. chairman which succeeded 
in having the capitol removed t6 At- 
lanta from Milledgeville. 

Although both are far past the 
three-score-and-ten mark, Captain

November 6 Is Average Date 
| for Killing Frost, Accord- 
ing to von Herrmann. 


The advent of “killing frost” in At- 
lanta is about two weeks. behind the 
normal time of a number of years, 
and although the temperature so far 
has averaged about normal for this 
period, there has been no drop low 
enough to cause even a light frost 
such as has vigited Atlanta as early 
as October 17, ie was stated Friday 
by C. F. von Herrmann, in charge 


nize 


“About November 6,” said Mr. von 
Herrmann, “is the averagé date for 
a killing frost, but a number of times 
we have had light frosts in October. 
There is quite a difference in a frost 
and a killing frost. We have had/ 
temperatures averaging about normal 
for the fall period of this year, but 
no drop sufficient to cause even a 
small amount of frost has been re- 
corded—from which arises the con- 
clusion that cold weather is a little 
late this year. 

“We should have fine weather to- 
inorrow, no rain or change in temper- 
eture. It is not too late yet for us 
to have a killing frost as early as

Serape rugs come from the old rug- | 
weaving province of Herez, in north- | 
Persia. A vyery striking charac- | 
teristic of these rugs is that they are 
more pronounced in their originality 
and boldness of design than are any 
of the other Persian ruzs, reflecting in 
a marked degree the wild nature of the 
weavers.

In selecting a carpet sweeper your 
best protection, as in most kitchen ar- 
ticles, is to buy one of a standard, 
well-known make. In any ease there 
are certain features to be examined. 
First, look at the revolving brush to 
see that the bristles are long and stiff. 
Then note whether the small, rubber- 
covered wheels which rest in ball-bear- 
ing sockets are covered with a pro- 
tection metal case. 

You will want to note also that the 
outside wooden case of the carpet 
sweeper is encircled with some form 
of woven braid band or rubber pro- 
tective knobs or band, as this is the 
only way you will keep your furniture 
from being knocked or_ scratched, 
should you accidentally run the carpet 
sweeper against it in cleaning. 

See if the dustpan opens easily, 
snaps close sharply, and is so made 
that not a particle of dirt or dust that 
is swept into it is allowed to escape 
again on your carpet. 

You will keep your carpet sweeper 
indefinitely if you clean it frequently, 
particularly the brush, by taking out 
hairs and other particles with scissors 
or a buttonhook.

A standard vario-coupler is used as a tuning element with an addi- 
tional layer of wire wound over the primary, this layer having the same 
number of turns and wound with the same size wire as the primary 
coil. The rotar of the vario-coupler is utilized as the tickler coil and 
is rewound with wire having a size sufficiently small to allow the appli- 
cation of 100 turns, which is approximately twice the number of turns 
provided on the rotar in general use. 

For the inductance coils (L-1) and (L-2) two L-1,500 honeycomb 
coils\may be used, these coils being shunted by the variable condensers 
(C-1 and (C-2) each having a capaeity of 0.001 microfarad. These con- 
densers\ have a comparatively large capacity due to the necessity of 
providing a by-pass for the high frequency oscillations which otherwise 
would be choked by the high inductive effect of the coils (L-1) and 
(L-2). 
the proper inductive relation may be obtained by varying the coupling. 

The plate battery of the first tube should haye a potential of 60 
to 100 volts, while the “C” battery or grid biasing battery may have 
a value of 6 to 10 volts, with the negative terminal connected to the 
grid for the purpose of applying. a negative potential to the grid. The 
plate battery of the second tube has a potential of approximately 120 
volts and the grid biasing battery of this tube has a potential of 6 to 
12 volts. 

The incoming signals are impressed upon the tuned circuit (L) 
(C) and upon the grid of the tube (R) and are amplified by the regenera- 
tive action of the feed back coupling. The tuned circuit (L) (C) is 
connected in series with the tuned circuit (L-1) (C-1), which is coupled 
to the circuit (L-2). (C-2) connected in series with the tickler coil and 
by means of these circuits oscillations are produced which have a fre- 
quency of 10,000 cycles per second. The regenerative action and con- 
sequent amplification of signal is carried beyond the normal oscillating 
point of the tube during the half-cycle when the 10,000 cycle oscilla- 
tion impresses a negative potential upon the grid and at the same time 
causes an increase in the effective plate voltage. To produce this simul- 
taneous action, correct phase relation must exist between the oscillations 
in the plate and grid circuits.

For Six-Day-Week, 
Fight-Hour-Day 


Longer Working Hours 
Should Not Be Tolerated, 
He Declares. 


New York, October 27.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—A sweeping state- 
ment declaring his personal stand for 
the eight-hour day in industry and con- 
demning the twelve-hour day and the 
seven-day week as “unnecessary, unhec- 
onomic and unjustifiable,” was issued 
today by John D. Rockefeller, Jr. 

The statement appears in an article 
signed by Mr. Rockefeller in the cur- 
rent issue of The Survey Graphic, 
and follows an arraignment of work- 
ing conditions in certain oil fields of 
Wyoming in the same magazine by 
R. S. Lind, who spent three months 
investigating conditions. 

The statement today is the second 


men. The previous one, issued last 
Wednesday, was 
Pennsylvania coal mines, particularly 
those employed by the Consolidation 
Coal company, of which he is a stock- 
holder. 

‘Raps Longer Hours. 

“I believe that generally speaking 
the twelve-hour day and the seven- 
day week should no longer be tolerated 
in industry, either from the view- 
point of public policy.or of industrial 
efficiency,” the oil magnate says in 
his most recent statement. “I believe 
that both have been proven to be un- 
necessary, uneconomic and unjustifi- 
able.” 


Even in those industries where the 
so-called “continuous process” is an 


‘| inevitable feature, Mr. Rockefeller says 


he believes the routine should be so 
adjusted that the employees can have 
at least one day’s rest in seven and 
can obtain that share of leisure for 
self-development which accompanies the 
work day of approximately eight hours. 

“While the adoption of these stand- 
ards may and doubtless will at first 
entail increased costs of production, 
I am confident that in the lomg run 
greater \efficiency and economy will 
result, and that from the outset public 
opinion will support any industry 
which installs them.”

It is wholly natural that war should 
speed up divorce. 

For one thing, the effect of the war was 
to infuse into the community of general 
carelessness with regard to human life. 
Since human lives were to be thrown, like 
shovelsful of coal, into the conflagration, 
human happiness was surely not a thing 
to be bothered about very much. Nothing 
was more logical, therefore, than an access 
of carelessness regarding the other fel- 
low’s happiness, and an increased tendency 
to shirk responsibility with regard to it. 

Another effect of the war—or rather 
concomitant of the war—was the wide- 
spread dissemination of hate. For purposes 
of expediency, hate was created and care- 
fully nurtured against the ‘enemy. 

Now for purposes of expediency, the 
cultiyation of .hate may or may not have 
been necessary, that point has ‘no place 
in the present discussion. It .is the de- 
plorable aftermath that is our concern here. 

Hate, once launched, could not be ex- 
pected to restrain itself within the decreed 
boundaries, Human emotions do not work 
in any such careful and well-organized man- 
ner.

There was a kind of capillary attraction 
that drew it—some taint 6f it—into all the

Human, beings, keyed up to hate, 
found no difficulty in turning that 
emotion upon those close at hand. 

But that is not the only aspect of the 
war’s influence upon divorce. In all-round 
emotional acceleration of that troubled pe- 
riod, it was to be expected that affections, 
deprived by absence of their legitimate ob- 
ject, should fasten themselves upon some 
other object in proximity. 

The men in Europe, far from home and 
living amidst hardships, found solace in the 
affections of native girls. The wives who 
remained at home with superabundant emo- 
tions seeking outlet, naturally fastened 
upon objects not separated by 3,000 miles 
of ocean. 


Though in a good many cases these 
emotional entanglements proved ephe- 
meral, in a good many others they did 
not. The new affections were found 
to be stronger than the old; and re- 
lease from the weaker ties was sought, 
in order to give permanence to the 
others. Sometimes, even though the 
new tie itself was not binding, it was 
sufficiently potent to loosen the old 
one. 


Then, too, there were the many ,hasty 
hysterical weddings that took place just 
before the departure of soldiers for over- 
seas. These sowed a crop that is reaping 
a considerable harvest of divorces. 


In the calm light of after experience, 
many of these “‘war weddings” were 
found to have no solid basis for con- 
tinued companionship. 

There is another kind of war divorce 
that seems to have frequent exemplifica- 
tion. A young fellow in Reno, who looked 
hardly old enough to be out of his college 
period, declared that he was “serving time” 
because he was the victim Of a “frame up.” 
These, it appears, were fairly common. A 
girl would come fo the officers of a regi- 
ment to make complaint against -a soldier 
—she was an expectant mother, she would 
say, through the accused. The Soldier 
would thereupon be summoned; and if it 
could not be denied that the girl had 
grounds for her accusation, he would be 
persuaded to marry her or at least support

Of course, 
the new waltz, just as every other 
new waltz in the past six years, finds 
its foundation in the good old-fash- 
ioned step of 1812. The hasis of al- 
most every dance may. be traced to 
the original-waltz steps. These steps 
are the foundation of dancing. No, | 
don’t say this so that all the old-timers 
will feel encouraged and flock to my 
dancing school. But-it is true that 
one who has learned to waltz properly 
can quickly pick up any new steps, 
especially the new dances of today. 

The Tango-Fox Trot is simply an 
adaptation of the new Tango to. the 
Fox Trot music. For many seasons 
there has been an effort on the part 
of dancing teachers and those inter- 
ested in the art of dancitig to revive 
the popularity of the Tango. But be- 
cause of the intricacy of this dance 
very little headway was ‘made. Now 
the Tango has been simplified to meet 


the needs of even the veriest begin-. 


ner. The new Tango-Fox Trot can 
be danced to either Fox Trot-or Tango 
music. ; 

The walking Steps in the Tango are 


somewhat  differ- 


ent from the ordi-': 
nary Fox Trot 
walk. Instead of 
simply walking to 
music, or taking a 
step and then tis- 
ing, as is custom- 


ary in the Fox. Trot, the 


Tango walk is just the oppo- 


site. . You rise up to your 


full height before taking the 
walking step and then on the 
beat of the music, place your 
foot on the floor and slightly 
bend the knee. which carries 
the weight. You then rise up 
to your full height again be- 
fore taking the next walking 
step, and again bend slightly 
the knee which carries the 
weight. 


The~ ‘Tango walk closely 
‘resembles the walk of fash- 


ion models. Fashion models 
probably learned: their walk 
from Mrs; Irene Castle Tre- 
maine when she exhibited 
the Tatigo..

. Sight—Real Adventure. : 


CHAPTER Xi. 


"ROM the southernmost 

+} rocky promontory off the 

coast of San Cristoval to 

the cliffs of Cape North 

at the northwestern ex- 

tremity of Bougainville, the Solo- 

mon Islands stretch broken moun- 

tain chains in a northwesterly direc- 

tion over upwards of six hundred 

miles of seas aS dangerous as have 

been the natives who dwell within 
then. 


The Solenidns are still noted as 


-being the most savage people on 


earth. Long ago head-hunting be- 

came an expert science among them 

and the skull-houses of head-hunters 

are examples of fine art in decorat- | 

ing the prowess in battle. By na- 

ture the Solomon islanders are bloodthirsty 
savages—-the most treacherous and cruel 
in existence. 

Having our minds filled with ‘this picture 
of its people it was with some excitement 
that we made land-fall in the Solomons and 
headed into Indispensable Straits on our 
way to Florida Island, six hundred miles 
from Santo, on which is situated Tulagi, 
the port of entry and capital of the eastern 
division of the archipelago. For the sake 
of safety we anchored overnight in the lee 
of Rua Suli, a.little island in the Straits 
where the Catholic missions of the Solo- 
mons have their headquarters. 


We were glad of our caution in not at- 
tempting to navigate these scantily-survey- 
ed waters when we saw, next day, among 
fragments of other wrecks, the timbers of 
the governor's yacht heaped up on the 
beach, and when we reached Tulagi his ex- 
cellency fairly jumped at our offer to con- 
vey him wherever he wanted to go among 
the islands on his administrative duties. 

Guided by the governor we sailed from 
‘“Tulagi in search of adventure. 


AN-O-WAR birds, with their great pow- - 


erful wings outstretched dipped into 
the shores of Florida Island where they had 
their breeding places; pilot birds flew up 
and out to sea at our approach; tern hov- 
ered about pools in the sand; in the la- 
goons among the coral reefs we caught 
sight of fish of many shapes and colors. 
Cockatoos flaunted their beautiful feathers

favorite dish for here and there dark fins 
cut the water in our direction. Natives of 
Savo had for generations buried their dead 
by taking bodies out in a canoe and drop- 
ping them into the sea just off shore so 
that sharks in that vicinity pave developed 


~ a taste for human flesh and no one dare 


swim in those waters. Natives are obliged 
to dig holes in the sand and let the tide 
fill them when they want to bathe. 


| te did not take us. tong to discover the 
Sacred megapodes—ithe island swarmed 
with them. 
The beach of Savo was staked out in lit- 
tle plots, each owned by a different family, 


much a surprise as her activities. They 
were larger than the eggs of a turkey and 
three times the size of a hen’s egg. We 
purchased some, a few of which hatched 
Out as soon as they absorbed the heat of 
our galley, but we did not distress the na- 
tives who sold the eggs by disclosing this 
catastrophe because, while they willingly 
sold us fresh eggs of the sacred turkey 
they so highly prize the flavor of those just 
about to hatch that it would have been a 
blow to learn that such delicacies had been 
wasted on unappreciative white visitors. 


The megapode is not found anywhere 


else in the world that 1 know of except in 
one spot on the Bay of Velle, to 


_among the trees and bright-hued parrots, 


in the distance, looked like vivid blossoms 
Conveys of 
wood-pigeons -whirred upward in clouds 
and settled again. 

“Would you bike to see the sacred mega- 
podes of Savo?” the governor asked ‘us. 


Would we! “But what are megapodes?” 
we inquired. : 

“Wait,” smiled his excellency, enigmati- 
cally, “‘and Pll show you.” 

“It’s a big suited, Demij,’ 
Lathrop. 

“The Solomons don’t believe in those,” 
1 corrected, but 1 didn’t try to guess. So 
many things are sacred to a savage that 
the range becomes too wide for specula- 
tion. : 

Savo was a very little place with a very 
tragic history to which we, later, added its 
most recent page. What happened witen 


ventured 


the volcano which lifted its crater 1,700 _ 
feet above a tangle of jungle was active 


prior to eighty years ago we never learned, 
but we did know that up to fifteen years 
ago it was a favorite raiding place for head- 
hunters from northerly islands, perhaps 
because its population had not been wholly 


exterminated, to enrich the skull-houses ° 


of adventurous warriors. 


“Be careful,” warned the governor as 
we lowered a boat to go ashore at Savo. 


“The water is full of man-eating sharks — 


here, and they are savage.” 
Perhaps the creatures anticipated their

and here we -saw the “sacred turkey” of 


the Solomons industriously digging its nest. 


in the sand. The bird is smaller than a 
grown chicken and as tame as a barnyard 
fowl, since it is taboo to kill a megapode 
and life holds no terrors for it. 

The nest-diggers took no notice of us 
as we leveled our cameras. Their strong 
claws dug into and scratched out the sand 
with the persistency of a steam-shovel un- 
til a hole from three to four feet deep: had 


been dug. Then the megapodes crawled 


in and deposited their eggs where the heat 
of the sun on the sand would hatch them 
out. In common with other inhabitants 
of the Solomons the megapodes did not 
believe in doing any work that nature could 
accomplish for it, hence the incubator in 
preference to the “setting” system, which 
left the hen free to enjoy herself while 
her progeny were preparing to break their 
way through shell and sand and poke their 
little wondering heads out upon a world 
of sunshine and ease. : 

We photographed some of the downy 
‘youngsters as they struggled through the 
sand, and caught. on the film children of 
another sort. Native boys had been crouch- 
ing near by, watching Madame Megapode 
crawl out and close up her incubator, when 
they promptly pounced upon the sand heap, 
dug in, until barely half their little black 
bodies squirmed outside the hole, and drag- 
ged out the newly-laid eggs. 


The megapode’s eggs-proved quite as 


-the north of Savo, where they 
may have been taken by head- 
bunters in their raids. 


Some people call the birds 
“bush-turkeys,” but they are not 
bush-turkeys, at all. The law 
which forbids their being killed 
on Savo éncourages rapid prope 
gation, limited onty by the na- 
tives’ fondness for the eggs— 
especially on the day before they 
are: to hatch. 


The women of Savo disappear- 
ed at our coming, but we had 
seen théir full skirts of conibed 
dry banana leaves and an occa- 
sional woven armiet on their 
muscular arms. 


AGAINST a tree leaned a man 
“in happy indifference to his 
surroundings. Our appearance 
neither surprised nor disturbed 
him. A tortoise shell pendant 
hung from his necklace of shells; 
woven grass formed an anklet 
around one extended foot. From 
a pliable woven basket, or carry- 
all, that hung from fibre cords 
from his shoulder he took a large nut and 
proceeded to chew it, interspersing the 
process with applications of slaked time, 
which Solomon Islanders use as a “chaser” 
after chewing betel nuts. This combina- 
tion brings about habitual intoxication. 


The native who was so absorbed in his 


favorite “tipple” seemed to be getting 8 
lot of enjoyment out of it. He swabbed the 
little lime paddle around in his red-stained 
mouth, between his black teeth, and stuck 
the paddle back into the lime “pot for the 
neXt person to use. 

“Why do you eat this?” 1 asked the 
betel nut chewer. : 

“He all same white man whisky,” he re- 
plied. 

There are betel nut chewers all through 
the Solomions, but we found none in the 
New Hebrides. Men and women, with a 
few exceptions, from ten years old and up- 


wards, have repulsively staimed black teeth 
and scarlet mouths from chewing this nut. 
Some islanders were never without a- quid 
of it and had become immuneé to its effects 
and showed no signs of intoxication. It is 
the custom of the people,. after any un- 
usual exertion, such as paddling canoes or 
a long walk, to pass around the little green 
nuts. They are no larger than a walnut 
and are shaped like a cocoanut -with the 
husk on.- The seeds inside are chewed 
and the leaves are stuffed tn. the mouth, 
also. These are very bitter and astringent 
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and it is te counteract that effect that na- 
tives use the-uuslaked lime. 
The natives have another use for lime. 


Women color their hair red by rubbing | 


lime in it. This treatment kills the ver- 
min in the khair and does not interfere with 
its growth. -- | 

We had seen one of these red-headed 


women industriously pounding, with a long ° 


Stick, something in @ narrow churn that 
stood higher than her knees. 


OME distance to the northwest of Savo 

lay the large island of New Georgia, its 
chain of mountains rising in peaks of 3,000 
feet from its southern to its northern ex- 
tremely, and here we anchored next. 


In many of the villages in the interior 
of the large mountainous islands of the 
Solomons we were the first white men the 
natives had ever seen and they exhibited 
astonishment and some perturbation at our 
appearance. That they were not terrified 
and hostile was due to the presence of 
a convoy of natives who had cleared away 
underbrush and vines from the path we 
took through the jungle. 


Timidly the natives approached us. They 
felt our skin and jabbered to one another 
their opinion of its color. They could not 
understand why we had white skins while 
theirs were black. And they were some- 
what blunt in declaring that they didn’t 
like us because we didn’t smell nice. We 
were too polite to tell them that we couldn’t 
endure their odor at all. 

But we put up with it and with them 
when one of our guides told us: 

“Viwa is going fo sell his daughter, yon- 
der at his house.” \ 

Promptly upon this. news we gathered 
our camera equipment and prepared to 
make a. picture of the wedding ceremony. 


When we reached Viwa’s precincts the 


bargaining had already commenced. Loku, 
a strapping young black, decked out for 
the occasion in feathered headdress, heavy 
earrings, chains of shells and beads and 
armiets of ground shell, stood before Viwa 
pressing his claims. Before the father lay 
a heap of offerings; a finely woven shield 
from Choiseul Island; necklaces, armlets, 
the what-nots of savage life, at which he 
looked with critical appraisal, arguing that 
a robust young woman like Panketa was 
worth more. 

The suitor had staked his last gift when 
the bargaining was interrupted by the ap- 
proach of another wooer, Kagwa, a young 
chief, who wore the badge of chieftainship 
—a large filligree disk of tortoise shell 
mounted on a smoothly ground plate of 
clam shell over his right eyebrow, and who 
dragged an unwilling pig by a string. 

Even Panketa, the new bride-to-be, who 


«stood near her father, looked with some 


appearance of interest at this new applicant 
for her hand, but her mother, who sat by, 
glanced indifferently over “her Shoulder at 
the newcomer. The sale meant little to 
her: She would miss Panketa’s help a bit 
in the labors that fell to their share, but 
the girl was merely being sold into slavery, 
it mattered not who her master might be. 

Viwa well understood the meaning of 
the pig which Kagwa was dragging along 
the path. With such diplomacy as he could 
command he protested that the offerings 
for Panketa were insufficient and dismissed 
suitor No. t before Kagwa and his pig ar- 


rived plus a fee of five pieces of shell money 


and a choice assortment of ornanients. 

The fourteen-year-old girl glanced from 
father to suitor as the debate over her value 
waxed warm. Viwa, suspecting that Chief 
Kagwa might be withholding some article 
of value in the bag he carried, demanded 
that its contents be emptied before him. 
The pig, also, was dragged forward, and 
that clinched the bargain. Viwa lifted a 
bracelet from the heap. > 

To touch any one of the articles meant 
acceptance of the bargain and Kagwa im- 


mediately seized Panketa by her strong 


young wrist and led her away unresisting 
with no farewells, nor even a parting glance 
from the mother who had, herself, been 
sold into domestic slavery in that same 
manner, and had made her long wedding 
journey by sea standing in her husband’s 
canoe, for no woman may seat herself in 
a war canoe. 

A poor young man without pigs or shell 
money can make no impression on the. fa- 
ther of desirable daughters and he is oblig-

Not every ‘bride has the opportunity of 
listening to the bargaining for her posses- 
sion and not one may share-in it or oppose 
her father’s decision. — 

The wedding costume of Panketa lacked 
even the skirt‘ made from combed_ banana 
leaves which is worn by many women in 
the Solomons and, in the localities where 
traders’ shops exist, is replaced by a piece 
of calico. 

At Vella Lavelfa the women’s dress con- 
sisted of a bustle made of tape-cloth. The 
larger the bustle the wealthier ihe “woman, 


of selling brides. Native youths were quick 
to learn this and flocked to the missioeg 
station that they might marry mission girls 
for whom they did not have to pay any- 
thing, : 

But the fathers of these girls created a 
lively disturbance because they felt that 
they were being cheated out of the custom- 
ary wedding presents. Finally the mission- 
ary was forced to compromise. He per- 
mitted the father to receive the presents 
on condition that the daughter was married 
in church. 3 


This satisfied everybody except, perhaps, - 


the groom who, upon being made a bene

FTER the departure of Panketa and her 

chieftain our party resumed the trail 
to another village on the way back to our 
boats. White cockatoos and beautiful red, 
green and orange parrots fluttered away at 
Qur approach. All the islands are filled 
with them and large droves of parakeets 
flew through the forest like animated cur- 
tains of color. 


Aside from the rat we did not find any 
animals in the islands, but we found pigeons 
and droves of many varieties in numbers 
wherever we went. We were constantly 
Startled, in the jungles of New Georgia, 
by the “hoo! hoo! hoo!” of great hooder 
doves in the forest, 
barker pigeons, which are almost as large 
as our domestic fowl, 
throughout the Solomons. 

1] looked up through the thick foliage 
and saw the gentle creatures as natives let 
fly an arrow and killed them. 

Natives shoot these doves with bows and 
arrows used in a different way from any 
other bow and arrow. The arrows are made 
from strips of palm leaves taken from the 
middle of the leaf and barbed at the end. 
The wooden center of the leaf is strong 
and affords material for the small barb. 
Such arrows are cheap and it means noth- 
ing to lose them. 

Climbing vines trailed in and about. all 
the larger trees and some of these vines 
are utilized by natives to slide or swing 
down on after they have climbed a tall tree. 
Two men went up one of the lofty trees 
after game which had fallen in its upper 
They made three loops of a vine

_ problem of reparations on every 

‘Side. it seemed comparatively 
Simple to demand that Germany. repair'the 

damage caused by the war, “but we, have 

seen, in the last chapter, how im :

lf this primary problem proved Sie . 


ble the other ‘two great issues. connected 
with reparations. were scarcely “less~ diffi- 
cult. Here-was an immense: sum—the very 
vagueness of which made it seem more stu- 
pendous— to be recovered from the enemy. 
How was .it to be divided among the va- 
rious allies? Great as was the sum demand- 
ed it would not begin to satisfy the great 
powers; and yet here were smaller allied 
states, each holding up its bow! and piping 
shritly to be served. .Who should be paid 
first, and who should wait? And finally, 
in what form was this great debt to be paid 
without endangering the entire economic 
and financial structure of the world? 


The smaller powers at Paris were al- 
ways hard to satisfy, and in no realm 
harder than in that of reparation. Bel- 
gium for example, had ideas of what she 
should receive that varied widely, to say 
the least. from what France and Great 
Britain thought she should receive. The 
great allies were also acutely aware of the 
difference it would\ make to them if the 
Italians, Serbs and Rumanians, who had been 
at war chiefly with Austria-Hungary, could 
be required to look only to the old em- 
pire of the Hapsburgs for their reparations 
and excluded from any part of the German 
payments. But this did not satisfy these 
other states in the least: they had fought 
and suffered great lesses:in -the war, and 
knew well that the bankrupt ruined Auséeo- 
Hungarian empire could. pay _ nbthing™ of 
any account. _Never was there. such diplo- 
matic jockeying, such keen efforts~ at com- 
binations, such intrigue, as over these. ,tan 
gled questions.. -- 


The French were, frankly, for ‘excluding 
or limiting the extent to which these claims 
of Italy and the eastern allies could be made 
good against Germany. Here the presence 
of Italy’s able representative, Crespi, on 


the special committee of the conference, 


counted heavily. With invincible logic and 
ingenious precision of detail, he argued for 
the principle of ‘join: and several liability” 
—that the war was a common enterprise 
on both sides, that each enemy state shared 
equally in responsibility for the damage 
dene by all, and that waatever each could 
pay was equally applicable to reparation 
anywhere. 

The American advisers, who, panned’ any 
other, could take a detached and disinter- 
ested view, saw the reasonableness of Cres- 
pi’s position and favored his contention. 

It came up for hot discussion during the 
“dark period” and was provisionally decided 
in favor of the Italians on April 23, partly 
no doubt to keep the lialians from break- 
ing away entirely from the peace confer- 


ence upon. the issué of Fiume, which was. 
then at this very? climax. Under this  ar- 


rangement .Italy was to share jointly with 


other allies ‘in damage payments” for “‘all 


operations of war by the two groups of bel- 
ligerents wherever arising.’ 

But after the ltalians departed from 
Paris (April 24): in a blaze of protest, al- 
though they frugally left behind -Crespi 
and his staff of economic advisers, the 
French immediately demanded that the 
council of three reverse this decision. M. 
Klotz, the French minister of finance, put 
the reasons quite baldly: 

“If joint liability was admitted, {Italy 
might be in a position to claim the total of 
the damage inflicted upon her against Ger- 
many. If this was accepted without quali- 
fication, it would. reduce what France and 
Great Britain could: obtain for. reparajion. a

were not bashful; they had been hurt first 
and wanted pay first. 


Just at the moment when the iteni. 


were leaving and the Japanese question was 
at its worst, the Belgians put down before 
‘Clemenceau six demands of the most sweep- 
ing nature. They wanted full pay’for war 
costs, as indeed she had been promised at 
the armistice, though the contrary principle 
had long before been established. But above 
ali they wanted their pay ahead of any one 
else; a prior lien on half a billion dollars 
out of the first cash receipts from Germany 


and a complete settlement within ten years. _ 


M, Hymans, the Belgian delegate, ar- 
gued all this before the four. on-Aprifl 29 
in the most peremptory manner, even im- 
plying that his.government might withdraw 
from the conference. 
time of this critical subject;.but coming 
when the council was so. near -disruption 
over the. Italian and Japanese-settlements, 
it was most serious. 

Lloyd Géorge appealed to Hymans not to 
force the conference to violate the-general 
principle adopted in order to favor Belgium, 
and the discussion became acrimonious; 
compromise offers were rebuffed, and the 
wrangling continued for several days. 


Lioyd George was. peculiarly bitter re- 


garding the whole Belgian case. ‘‘He-would 
not accept any specially favorable system 
for the Belgians.” He said on May 2: 
“Belgium was a very near neighbor and 
the greatest competitor of Scotland, which 
had an enormous debt.” 

But Belgium, shrewdly judging the criti- 
cal situation at Paris, was determined to be 
rid of her war loans, and to be paid first, 
partly at least out of liquid funds. Colonel 
Jiouse and the American adyisers, partic- 
ularly Mr. Davis and Mr. Lamont, wo~ked 
hard to bring about a friendly settlement; 
American sympathy for Belgium was strong, 
and, indeed, Belgium was in a slightly dif- 
ferent case from other powers, for Ger- 
many~had- herself recognized her obligation 
to indemnify Belgium for the invasion. 
Finally, May 2, President Wilson observed: 

“In.the case of Belgium we were deal- 
ing as it were with a sick person. The sum 
involved was not large, and it was hardly 
worth contesting.” 


The upshot was that Belgium got prac- 


tically what she demanded—payment of her 
war costs—though by an indirect ‘method 


of exacting from: Germany a special issue 


of bonds. She was also granted her priority 
on 2 half-billion of cash receipts. 

Little Serbia, seeing from afar the suc- 
cess of Belgium, also put in 4 modest de- 
mand for $400,000,000, but was promptly 
Sat upon. 

So much for the agitating problems of 
dividing up the reparations sum, which 
every One felt must be too smail to meet 
the claims. The conference-had one other 
hard problem to meet—in many ways the 
hardest of all, that of determining how and 
when these expected German payments 
were to be made. They Could present the 
bill, they could-divide the prospective pro- 
ceeds among themselves, but the ancient 
problem ofithe creditor was still there; how

Common sense would suggest that the 
ideal form of reparation would be replace- 
ment—if not of the lost or damaged article 
itself, at least of something as nearly like 
it as possible—a house for a house,:a cow 
for a cow, a ship for a ship: Life could 
thus start running on.again where it had 
left off with the least possibie delay. Some 
treaty clauses looking to such reparation 
were, indeed adopted. 


But this méthod did not wholly appeal 
to the French; for if the Germans were 
permitted. to pay in kind they would im- 
mediately build up their industries and thus 
speedily become again econonsic competitors 
of’ France. 

“Mr. Loucher . considered this 
mode of payment might be dangerous to 
the interests of certain allies, in so far as 
it might favor German commercial penetra- 
tion. With regard to manufactured goods, 
reparation in kind should only be accepted 
where it offered ste a7 material ad- 
vantages.”  @ 

Nevertheless, a proviston-for such repa- 
tion by’ equivalents is provided for, to be 


acceptedonly at. the discretion of the allies, 
which practicaily makes it nugatorv. 


Another possibie form of reparation was 
labor; and that: is, that German- workmen 
be required to reconstruct. destroyed build- 
ings and restore the land. This method 
made 4 strong appeal to many minds; for it 
seemed a kind of complete justice. The 
French and certain of their small allies, how- 
ever, endeavored to set up a scheme of com- 
pulisory labor, ia which, among other fea- 
tures, “Working gangs shall be organized 
on the model of military labor battalions.” 
This extreme proposal, which looks almost 
like slavery, was highly objectionable to 
British and American members who wished 
to make the furnishing of labor — 
with the enemy countries. 

President Wilson said (that) forced ae 
bor would be unprecedented unless one 


. went back thousands of years.” 


To this -Lloyd George agreed, 
finally the question was dropped. 

The objections pf the French and other 
allies to the receipt of German products 
did not hold in the matter of live stock 
and ships. It was quickly decided *that 
the French and Belgian peasants were to 
have back the cows stolen from them, if 
these could be identified, if not, they were 
to have a certain number of animals to re- 
place them. 

Ships were even more important. Opin- 
ion was unanimously in favor of stripping 
Germany utterly bare. Had not the Ger- 
mans ruthlessly blown up ships during the 
war? 
all vessels over 1,600 tons, but the iesire 
aud the need were so great that presently 
smaller craft, fishing and river boats were 
included, and Germany was even required

But all discussions as to what ships the 
enemy powers should give up faded into in- 
Significance alongside the controversies over 
whoa was to recéive them. For it was plain 
that the nation which got the- most ships 
quickly could soonest capture werld trade. 
The greatest contest was over the ships 
which had been seizéd in American poris 
upon our. declaration of war. These 
amounted to nearly 10 per cent of the 
existing ships; and the principle involved 
a great many more seized by Brazil and 
Portugal under similar circumstances. <="

The proposal of the European allies was 
that Germany should simply cede to the 
allied and associated powers title to all the 
ships in which she had not lost it by legal 
transfer or prize court decisions.

all tonnage received in excess of its due 
preportion on the basis vf war tosses. 
Since America claimed no reparations, she 
would pay for all the ships; but she got 
the ships. President Wilson cabled Tu- 
multy, who liad called attention to the 
criticism “in newspapers of return of Ger- 
man ships to Great Britain:”. | 

“No one need have any concern about 
the return of German ships in our posses- 
sion. Full understanding has been reached 
about them.” 


[_Lorp GEORGE bowed to this decision, 
but he continued to grumble and he 
joined. Clemenceau in defeating an Ameri- 
can proposal in June for temporarily leav- 
ing part of Germany’s ships at her disposal. 
“Mr. Lioyd George pointed vut tzuat the 
United States of America, Brazil and Por- 
tugal had all received ships considerably in 
excess of their losses in the war. France 
had fost ix the war perhaps a million tons 
of shipping and would only receive about 
40,000 tons with a proportion of the re- 
mainder. Great Britain had lost nearly 
eight million tons, and would not receive 
more than one to one and a half million 
toms. . . . He was not fighting for British 
trade, but what he wished to insist on was 
that if 30 per cent of Germany's shipping 
must be allowed to her, the arrangement 
must be made on the dead level, and every 
nation must contfibute its share. . . . The 
British people, however,-wauld not under- 
Stand if all the les€féifon France and Great 
Britain. _ He palitéd out that the United 


States had acquired “® nef gain of three or 


four thousand tcns~of shipping (and this 
was some of the best: shipping that Ger- 
many had possessed) owing to the fact that 
this shipping had taken refuge in its ports 
for fear of capture by the British navy . 

“President Wilson pointed out that this 
shipping was the only reparation that the 
United States would receive after ail thei: 
efforts in the war. 

When the allies began to figure up the 
total value of all these possible payments in 
kind—live stock, ships, railway rolling stock 


(5,000 locomotives and 150,000 cars), mo- 


tors, farm machinery, oceanic cables—they 
had.a shock. / It came noOwhére near the 
estimate of $5,000,000,000. _M. Louchéu: 
could find only about a billion dollars. 

A question at once arose regarding the 
German gold. reserve, which amounted to 
about 800<inillions of dolla:;.: At first 
the alliesasyggested seizing it ail Fut this 
was checked, on February 2t, by ‘Pe 
Americans. | 

On February 17 ‘‘M. Loucheur observed 
that, in addition to the gold officially ac- 
knowledged, there was certainly a large re- 
serve Of hoarded gold in the country; and 
“. . « Suggested that the allies should 
demand the total gold officialy acknowl- 
edged and leave to Germany the hoarded 
gold as working capital. It was for Ger- 
many to take the measures necessary to 
force this hoarded gold into circulation.” 

This suggestion reveals France's obsess- 
ing desire to cripple Germany regardless 
of consequences. But the French were 
here checked. chiefly by the Americans, 
and the final. eutcome was that no spe-, 
cific demiand was made for German gold. 
But the extent to which it may be drawn 
upon for repdration payments is placed by 
the: Steaty: at. the discretion of the allies. 
All the liquid assets of Germany thus put 
together would not begin to meet the clam- 
orous initial demand for reparations, espe- 
cially as there was a constant depletion, 
owing to absolutely imperative payments 
for food and for the maintenance of the 
allied armies of occupation. So the allies 
decided to seize all property owned bv 
German citizens in allied countries—an im- 
mense sum—with the idea that the Ger- 
man government would ultimately reim- 
burse these citizen®. These provisions 
produced a vast controversy whicit cannot 
here be entered into; they were not only 
questioned and condemned, as was natural, 
by. the Germans, but they were sharply 
criticized by certain allied leaders. It was 
with reference to them that Malsino casual- 
ly remarked that “the allied and associated 
governmetits had, in his opinion, gone verv 
far-in takifig over German rights and much 
further than had ever been done hereto- 
fore;” and*President Wilson admitted thai 
they “had taken certain liberties with inter- 
nationaLlaw.” -

nero was in his best fighting trim, and 
the bull was a splendid opponent: 7 great 
black creature from Andalusia where the 
finest fighting bulls are bred. | 

These toros are bred all. over Spain, 
but the Andalusian animals are. always 
chosea for the finest fights. They are 
very large and powerful, and at the same 
time as agile as a little. mountain _goat, 
The best age for the arena. is consid- 
ered to be four. years, although they are 
sometimes fought at five or six. The red 
buils from other districts are less highly 
prized. : 

As ali who have witnessed® this sport 


know, it is customary to lead up through 


a long and dramatic act to the great 
climax of killing the bull. The matador 
enters the arena with his red cape and 
his sword, for he it is who meets-the bull 
on foot and commands the others. As- 
sisting him are the picadors — men on 
horseback, armed with a lance with a 
ball at the end and only the smallest tip 
of steel; and the banderilleros, men who 
handles the banderillas, or colored darts 
which are aimed to sting and confuse 
the animal. The pricking of these darts, 
the charging of the horses, the blows of 
the lances, and the teasing play of the 
capes, torment and enrage the buil dur- 
ing a long period when it ts intended that 
no sapreme crisis shail be reached. The 
play must be spun out with many an in- 
genious device to amuse and excite the 
spectators, so that they are kept on the 
qui vive, in 2 roar of laughter one mo- 
ment, breathless with suspense the next. 
One of the most popular plays was when 
the matador sat on a chair, tempted the 
bull to charge him thus, and slyly slipped 
from the chair at the instant the horns 
were descending, leaving the furious af- 
imal to carry off the chair on his horns. 
This spectacular act is no longer allowed, 
however, being too dangerous.

Granero was famous throughout Spain 
and beyond for his brilliant plays of dar- 
ing, his tempting of the bull and his in- 
credibly narrow escapes.

On this fatal Sun- 
day it was expected that he would enter- 
tain-the multitude during a long-drawn-out 
and screamingly funny (to the Spanish 
mind) torment of the bull.

Those who have made a keen study of 
Spain in recent years realizé that there is 
a strong tendency away from this ancient 
sport. Mr. H. S. Houston, head of the 
Houston Publishing Company, is one of 
these travelers of insight, and he calls at- 
tention to the Anglo-Saxon contacts and 
sympathies of King Alfonso, Bourbon of 
line though he be. He finds that tennis 
and golf. have had a recent boom in Spain, 
and -at San Sebastian, where the King’s 
summer palace ,overlooks the gleaming 
blue stretch of beautiful San Sebastian Bay, 
is a fashionable headquarters for tennis 
tournaments.

comprised of kinky-headed black Melane- 
sions, with some Papuans and a few sun- 
burned Polynesians, when Great Britain es- 
tablished a mandate over the southern is- 
lands east of Bougainsville, and Germany 
claimed the remainder and lost them dur- 
ing the world war. 


Before the protectorate times and for 
years afterwards the- whaler, trader and 
labor recruiter had a free hand in the Solo- 
mons with the result that the archipelago 
has a long record of scandalous dealings 
on the part of these maurauders, aggravated 
by the outrages of labor recruiters, which 
resulted in a high score of retaliatory mur- 
ders of whites by natives. These outrages 
of early white traders are still remembered 
with bitterness by Solomon natives who, 
in former times, frequently set out in their 
war canoes to cut off trading Vessels and 
blackbirders, whose appearance they both 
feared and hated. 

On the pretext of making presents to na- 


tives brutal captains of labor. recruiting | 


boats would come ashore and lure native 
girls to the beach by displaying trinkets, 
mirrors and bright calicoes. 


Frequently this temptation’ proved too 
great and girls approached only to be seized 
by sailors, thrown_into a boat and raced 
to the waiting ship under cover of guns. 
Sometimes the natives put up a fight on 
these occasions, when the consequence 
would be wholesale murder. 

_ Natives retaliated by boarding the ma- 
rauding coasts at nightfall or under subter- 
fuge of going aboard to trade, when they 
would kill the whole crew. 

The history of the Solomons is djiled with 
such tales of cruel injustice and blood- 
thirsty revenge, but labor recruiters of to- 
day do not justify the methods of former 
years and, if any advantages are ever taken, 
they are not such as to provoke reprisals 


on the part of revengeful natives. 
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It cannot be said, however, that he was 
winning increased popularity by his meth- 
ods.

Keeping Furniture 
Looking New 


DECLARE,’ said a young mother, 
“I spend as much time on my 
old mahogany furniture as 1 do 
on the baby.” 

This statement is three-quar- 
ters true. Well kept mahogany 
does require an  astonsihing 
amount of care. - But to lovers 

of this wood the trouble is well worth the 
care. : 

The delicate, satiny surface on a fine old 
piece of mahogany is obtained only by con- 
stant rubbing. There is no bottled furni- 
ture polish that can do the. work alone; 
“elbow grease” is the best polish on the 
market. 

The first step in the care of mahogany 
is to keep it clean. Never try to polisi 
when dirty. Perhaps you do not realize 
that some of the dust deposits adhere to 
the furniture—no matter how well or fre- 
quently it is dusted—and that the furniture 
Should be cleaned every two or three 
months as well as polished. If your ma- 
hogany has been cleaned recently, all you 
needa do to clean it again is to wipe it with 
a damp cloth and then rub it well with a 
clean flannel, taking care to rub with the 
grain of the wood. Then proceed to 
polish. | 

If, however, your mahogany furniture 
has not been washed clean in many a day, 
then you must give it a more thorough 
cleaning, as follows: Dip a soft, dry clot! 
into paraffin oil and go over the wood wit! 
this, making the surface quite wet; then 
go over the wood at once with a woolen 
cloth dipped in strong. soapsuds and use a 
great deal of pressure as you wash thie 
wood; wipe it quite dry before polishing. 

Now that you have cleaned the piece, 
the next step is to polish it. Put a pint 
of paraffin oil and one-half pint of turpen-. 
tine into a bottle and shake well. Then 


‘go over the cleaned wood with 2 soft. cloth 


wet with this mixture. Let it stand on 
the mahogany a while before beginning to 
rub. Then take a dry, clean cloth of either 
cotton or linen and rub briskly again with 
the grain of the wood. 

Keep the oil‘and turpentine polish cork- 
ed in your bottle and apply it as directed 
above whenever the furniture begins to 
look dull and faded. Don’t be afraid of 
rubbing too much with the cotton or linen 
cloth after applying the polish. It’s rub- 
bing that produces the satiny luster which 
so plainly says to the. mahogany conois- 
seur: “Il am well-kept mahogany,” and if 
you can’t afford to.give time to this rub- 
bing, you ought not to buy mahogany 
furniture. 


CARVED FURNITURE. 

-Remove the dust from the crevices with 
a-painter’s brush with long bristles. Wipe 
the surface with a soft cloth wrung out 
of warm suds of white soap. ~’hen dry, 
pour a mixture of equal parts of turpen- 
tine and paraffin oil into a saucer, dip the 
paint brush in the mixture, just wetting 
the tips of the bristles and removing the 
surplus by squeezing the end of the brush 
for an instant in a piece of cloth. Go over 
the carved portions with this and treat the 
plain surface with alittle of the same mix- 
ture applied with a piece of cheesecloth. 
Finish by polishing vigorously with a piece 
of flannel or velveteen. 


DULL OAK AND WALNUT. - 

Wipe with cheesecloth wrung out-of 
Go over but 
a small portion at a time and rub dry with 
flannel before proceeding. Finish by ap- 
plying a very little high-grade furniture 
polish on a-cléan piece of flannel an@-rub- 
bing until the wood ro longer feels greasy 
to the touch. 


TO CLEAN WALL PAPER. 

A good wall-paper cleaner may bé made 
as follows: One pint boiling water, one 
tablespoon cleaning, powder,: two. table- 
spoons ammonia, flour to. make stiff. Keep 
the water boiling, add the cleaning powder 
and the ammonia. Stir in as much. flour 
as possible. Cool enough to knead. Knead 
until perfectly smootir and dry enough not 
to stick to the hands. - This is an excellent 
cleaner and very economical. Take a piece 
of the dough in the hand and rub over the 
paper. Brush the crumbs off with a soft, 
clean cloth. .

ESSERTS for Sunday may very 
well be made beforehand, on Sat- 


urday, so that Sunday may be 
made a restful day for the house- 
wife and servant as well as for 
the other members of the family. 
Here are receipts for some des- 
serts that must be made long 

enough beforehand to get thoroughly cold, 

anyway, and, therefore, might as well be 

made the day before they are needed: 

Rice Cream. 

Cook one-fourth cup of rice in a double 
boiler with two cups of milk until the rice 
Is done. Add a heaping teaspoon of gela- 
tine which has been soaked arid dissolved, 
one-fourth cup of powdered sugar and half 
a teaspoon of vanilla. . When cool, but not 
set, fold in half a‘tup of cream whipped 
solid. Mould, chill, and serve with whipped 
cream sweetened to taste and flavored with 
vanilla or a sweetened sauce. 


Chocolate Pudding. 

One pint milk, twd squares chocolate, 
two egg yolks, two tablespoons corn starch, 
half cup sugar, salt and vanilla. Bake firm 
in oven. Add meringue or two egg whites 
and three tablespoons sugar; brown, and 


serve cold. 

; Bavarian Cream. 

Heat one cup of cream or milk in a dou- 
ble boiler and add a tablespoon of gelatine 
which has been soaked and dissolved. Add 
a beaten egg mixed with half a cup of sugar 
and cook slowly until it begins to thicken, 
then take from the fire. When cool but 
not stiff fold in one cup of cream whipped 


solid. If flavored with chocolate add

Compote of Figs. 

Cover a pound of figs with boiling water, 
adding the juice and peel of one or two 
lemons. Let. stand until soft in thin syrup 
with a sliced lemon and let cool in the 
syrup. Serve ice cold with some of the 
syrup or whipped cream poured over. The 
lemon may be omitted, 


Fruit Tapioca Pudding. 


Cook three-fourths cup of pearl tapioca — 


in one quart boiling salted water in dou- 
ble boiler one hour, or till soft. Pour it 
into a deep baking dish containing seven 
pared and cored apples, or _ peaches, 
quinces, or pears, or one quart rhubarb 
cut in inch pieces, or half a pound of 
stewed prunes. Add one cup of sugar and 
pake till fruit is tender. Serve hot with 
cream. Or, use fresh berries, or fruits 
requiring no cooking, or one cup of any 
preferred jelly, and simply stir them into 
the hot tapioca, and turn into a dish and 
serve cold, with cream and sugar. 


‘ Cocoanut Custard. 


Mix half a cup of powdered sugar with 
a cupful of cream and one tablespoon of 
rose-water. Add gradually a cup of milk 
and the stiffly béaten whites of four eggs, 
alternating with a cup of freshly grated 
cocoanut. Flavor to taste with grated nut- 


-meg and cinnamon, turn into custard cups, 


and bake for twerity minutes in a moderate 


oven, setting the pn into a pan half: full 


of boiling water. Serve cold, sprinkling 
with powdered sugar and spice. 


Your Children’s 
Books 


T this time of year there 
appear in book stores and 


department stores. tons 

and tons of books written 

and printed expressly for 

the Christmas trade, 

There are children’s books 

galore, and if you do not 

like the quality of. books offered, do 

not blame the writers and-publish- 

ers entirely. Being human, they 
produce that which is saleable. 

The fault may lie somewhat in 

the public taste.. And, of course, 


the only real fault with these books 
is that they are frothy and of no 
lasting value. You may want somé- 
thing that will cultivate your child’s 
taste as well as being entertaining— 
something that will provide him 
with a set of associations that will 
be useful to him later in his literary 
perusals. 

It is quite possible to buy books 
for a child of every age, and to buy 
enough of them to keep him satis- 
fied, and still to buy only those that 
are of some lasting value. 

‘‘Mother Goose” ‘is a classic, and 
yet “Mother Goose” is the book that first 
appeals to young children. The standard 
fairy tales of ‘‘Cinderella’’ and ‘‘Babes in 
the Woods” and ‘Puss in Boots” are found- 
ed on ancient folklore as old as Egypt. 
“Alice in Wonderland,” though written 
within a century, is a classic of undis- 
puted merit. Mark Twain’s “Pauper and 
the Prince,” Robert Louis Stevenson’s 
‘‘Treasure Island,” Thackeray’s ‘‘Rose and 
the Ring’”’ are only a véry few of the books 
written by great masters of literature that 
appeal to children. There are classics of 
this sort in other languages; and the pub- 
lishers are beginning to put translatiens 
of these from the Russian, German and the 
French on the market for the benefit of 
our children. 

If you wish to feed them up on the 
ephemeral books written for today and 
gone tomorrow,. you may, for children, 
somehow, find these immensely diverting. 
But if you have other ambitions don’t 
blame the publishers or the writers for the 
books of more lasting value may be had 
for a little asking.

HOSE who were carrying him on a bed 
tried to gain admittance to the room in 
which Christ was speaking. The room is 
described by Bible commentators as opes 
at one end—a sort of court such as was 


common in the houses of.that —with 
a roof of tile. When they found it impos- 
sible to carry him through the crowd they 
went upon the house top and, removing 
the tiles, let his couch down in front of 
Jesus. - 

When Christ saw this faith He said 
unto the man, “Thy sins are forgiven thee.”

on others? 

‘Ht was conterréd in the early days; the 
apostles exercised the power. It is as: 
certain that the power to heal was given to 
them ds it is that it was exercised by Christ. 

Can the power to heal be conferred 
today? 

It has been conferred 
well authenticated cases of 
prayer. 

in the 12th verse of the 14th chapter 
of John we have Christ’s promise: “Verily, 
verily, I say unto you, He that believeth 


on me, the works that I do shall he do also; 
and greater works than these shall he do; 
because I go unto my Father.” In the 13th 
verse the promise is given even. more 
specifically: “And whatsoever ye shall ask 
in my namé, that will I do, that the Father 
may be glorified in the Son.” 


The promise is broad enough to cover 
not only spiritual gifts, but the healing of 
the body also. 


Sd there is a larger lesson to be gath- 

ered from. this incident. Man’s great- 
est need fs spiritual. Comparatively few 
make demands upon us for such service 4s 
was rendered by the palsied man's friends, 
but all about us are those who need the 
Great PhySician for the healing: of their 
souls. 

Are we as quick to note the suffering 
that in ¢auses as weare to see’the need 
of physical aid? 

Have we as great faith in Christ’s power 
to cleanse_the heart as the people of Gali- 
lee had in His power to cure the body? 


Are we as willing to conduct to Chiist 
sinners who need forgiveness. as those in 
olden times were to carry the -bed-ridden 
into the presence of the Savior? 


Those whom Christ healed were quick 
to tell of the change they had experienced 
thus one cure led to many applications for 
relief. Does the news spread as rapidly 
when one is born again—when the heart 
begins to love the things it hated and to 
hate the things it loved? 

A physician’s practice is widened by the 
testimony of patients whom he restores to 
health; so Christ’s fame must be spread 
abroad by those who. describing their ex- 
perience, can say: “Whereas 1 was blind, 
now I see.” .

It has all 
been very lovely, this ‘romance of the 
Orient. 

But the white man-has sensed a tragedy 
behind it all... Or perhaps he has called a 
tragedy the thing he did not understand. He 
has said awhite man may be fascinated with 
the elusive chatm of the Grient; he may 
worship at ‘strange ‘sheine’,- cbpt-eue day he 
must retyrht = tO patty AS ben iceh ‘who is 
white.

‘‘Madame Butterfly,” ‘in all her thos of 
exquisite beauty, is deserted by the.white 
lover who has found much joy, in playing 
with her heart but who has found no under- 
standing of her soul. In “East is West,” 
the white lover buys the little Chinese girl 
at auction on a Love Boat. But in the de- 
nouemént the author turns the yellow, wom- 


an into a white one so that no one may. be 
offended at the marriage which is necessary 
to the happy ending. That is, the heroine - 


is discovered to be a white girl who has 
been lost in the heart of China. 

‘‘The Bird of Paradise” throws herself in- 
to a burning crater because she has given 
herself to a white man who finds himself 
unable to bridge the gulf of race. White 
men have traveled among the yellow people 
and have said, “It is all very pretty, but it 
can not be done, really.” 


HE white men have introduced white 
heroes into their tales of the Orient 
because they have no understanding of what 
might be romante among oriental people. 
A white man may not know the threads of 
what we would call delicate relations, which 


bring about a mating in a yellow land. The 


~ Born,” 
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white man may not know these threads so 
he introduces the threads a white man can 
understand. : 

Always these tales are picturesque, 
mantic and full of blue song. 

Many such books and plays have been 
written in a setting of purple iris and pink 


ro- 


chrysanthemums, “The Lady of the Dec- 
oration,” -“‘Java Head,” “The Sun Daugh- 
ter,” “The Darling of the Gods,’’ “The First 
“The Yellow Jacket’? and Valerie 
Bergere’s little vaudeville skit, “‘His Japa- 
ness Wife.” Then there was “Chin-Chin’”’ 
and “Chu Chin Chow.” Bizarre American 
notions. They have been pretty things and 
they have stamped.a fragrant impression 
upon the white mind. Even the Love Bost 
in “East is. West’ is so full of beauty that 
the white mind forgets the great tragedy 
behind the glittering mask. 

Now comes another white man who says 
it isn’t pretty at all. Jt is all ugliness. The 
romance of the Orient is all a tremendous 
wilderness of wickedness. There is no 
beauty in it. 

This-ntan is John Paris. His is the new 

book, ‘‘Kimono.” In thése printed pages 
Paris speaks what has come into his mind 
?of the Orient. 
Paris talks quite frankly of*the Yoshi- 
war (the Japanese tenderloin) and of the 
famous ‘“‘march of the courtesans.” He 
draws a cross section of the Isle of Cherry 
Blossoms and reveals to the eye of the 
white man, who is always shocked at such 
publicity, a vast system of legalized vice in 
Japan. 

The London Times says of his book: 
“There are books dealing with kindred sub- 
jects in which the writers, while accerting 
their own horror, represent the vice which 
they describe as alluring. The flesh, un- 
compromisingly described by Mr. Paris. 
does not intiame the senses; it chills them. 
He does not say that women are wicked, he 


leaves you to seé for yourseves that what 
they are forced to do is ugly.” 


A storm of criticism has been aroused by. 


this book. 

“It must be suppressed!”’ has been the 
cry. And measures have been taken to 
bring this about.

America has only mentioned such things 
as ‘commercialized vice’ and “social hy- 
giene’’. in whispers.
